PEACE AND SECURITY.

UNFPA EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR SALAS IS CANCELLING HIS PLANNED

SALAS CALLED A MEETING JANUARY 23 OF MAJOR DONORS (CANADA.

OF THE $500,000 WHICH THE FUND AGREED TO CONTRIBUTE

HE WON THE COUNCIL'S CONTINUATION OF THE $90 MILLION 
PROVISIONAL 1976 AUTHORIZATION WITH THE PROMISE NOT TO 
EXCEED FORESEEN REVENUES. DELEGATIONSCOMMENDED THE PRESENT 
PRACTICES OF UNFPA AS CONTRASTED WITH OTHER UN OPERATIONS. 
MULTI-BILATERAL FINANCING WAS WIDELY VIEWED AS AN IMPORTANT 
AVENUE TO INCREASING UNFPA'S RESOURCES AND THE PROPOSED 
PROCEDURES FOR EXPLORING THE METHOD WERE GIVEN INTERIM APPROVAL.

THE UN REVOLVING FUND FOR NATURAL RESOURCES EXPLORATION. 

MOST WERE GENERALLY SUPPORTIVE OF THE FUND. BUT A NUMBER, 
INCLUDING THE U.S., JAPAN, ITALY, CANADA AND IRAN, 

URGED THAT THE FUND BUILD A SOLID FOUNDATION BEFORE EXPANDING 
INTO ADDITIONAL TYPES OF EXPLORATION, AND ONLY AFTER CAREFUL 
FURTHER STUDY OF THE FUND'S OPERATIONAL PROCEDURES AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE ARRANGEMENTS. CHINA SAID THE MODEL CONTAINED

HABITAT PREPARATORY COMMITTEE - 

COMMITTEE COMPLETED, JANUARY 21, FOUR-DAY DISCUSSION OF

THE SECRETARIAT'S PROPOSALS FOR IMMEDIATE POST- VANCOUVER
